LONDON,  March  34.— -The  Finan- 
cial News  declares  that  city  opinion 
Is  unanimously  on  the  aide  of  .  the 
Grand  Trunk  against  the  endeavor  of 
the  Canadian  Government  to  expro- 
priate the  railway  on  ludicrously  In- 
sufficient terms.

PARIS,  March  24.— Premiers  Clemenceau,  Lloyd  George  and 
Orlando  and  President  Wilson  met  at  the  Foreign  Office  at  3  o'clock 
this  afternoon  for  an  hour's  conference  before  the  assembling  of  the 
supreme  war  council. 

Both  the  conference  and  the  supreme  council  were  held  amid  a 
feeling  of  concern  over  the  revolutionary  developments  in  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  lack  of  .definite  results  thus  far  reached  in  the  peace 
conference  in  Paris  in  establishing  European  conditions. 

President  Wilson  was  known  to  regard  the  situation*  as  serious 
and  as  calling  for  energetic  action  toward  hastening  the  work  of  the 
conference  to  completion,  and  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  this 
would  be  one  of  the  main  subjects  before  the  meeting,  rather  than 
the  formal  questions  on  the  programme.

W  tenwthlna^tha  hard  row  which 
all  of  Russia  haa  had  to  hoe  may  be 
gathered  from  the  scarcity  of  mater- 
ials, tools  and  utensils  which  were 
available  about  these  former  Russian 
barracks  now  occupied  by  the  Can- 
adian troops.  On  every  side  one  sees 
examples  of  previous  hardship  and 
privations.  There  la  the  shovel  with 
a  broken  handle,  which  haa  been 
crudely  mended  with  wire  or  coarse 
cord;  the  rudely  constructed  carrying 
box  for  coal,  even  patched  with 
pieces  of  board  where*  Its  sides  have 
become  broken  from  long  use. 

All  these  handicaps  were  handed 
down  to  us  upon  our  arrival,  and  the 
results  are  often  amusing.  In  the 
officers'  quarters  are  to  be  seen  nat- 
tered tin  cans  of  large  size,  being 
used  for  aah  receptacles  and  tor  coal 
carrying.  In  the  orderly  rooms,  soap 
boxea,  etc.,  are  In  great  demand  as 
receptacles  for  waste  paper.  And 
there„are_jio_ 
about  the  tops 


a  scramble  to 

corral  each  box  as  fast  as  any  are 
emptied.  While  there  are  a  few 
brooms  in  existence,  tor  the  use  of 
which  therw  la  much  competition  by 
the  various  fatigues  prior  to  inspec- 
tions and  in  the  early  morning  hours, 
the  majority  of  the  brooms  used  are 
made  by  binding  together  bunehea  of 
fine  brush  and  twigs,  which  do  not 
even  live  up  to  the  old  adage  that 
"a  new  broom  sweeps  clean."  Coal  la 
carried  up  the  hills  In  burlap 
and  a  day's  supply  In  a  room  stored 
In  a  box.  The  furnace  stoves  sure 
poked  out  by  a  variety  of  bent  and 
crippled  pokers,  evidently  used  for 
generations  by  the  Siberian  peas 
antry. 

Lighting  by  Candles 
In  solving  the  lighting  problem 
the  days  of  the  pioneers  have  been 
brought  back.  There  are 
lanterns  available  but  the  majority 
of  lighting  Indoors  is  by  candles  of 
which  there  is  a  scarcity.  As  tor 
outdoors,  there  are  the  moon  and 
stars  and  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
camp  upon  moonless  nights.  Luckily 
there  are  few  cloudy  nights  hare. 
Small  portions  of  cam 
to  the  men  for  use  in 

usually  one  candle  being  given  out 
for  use  by  several  men.  ft  being  eut 
lift  in  pieces  for  this  -purpose.  Aa  a 
result,  the  bugle  call  of  "lights  out' 
often  means  nothing  to  many  of  us 
but  to  close  our  eyes  and  keep  quiet. 
Altogether  it  Is  quite  a  novel  expert 
ence,  and  we  get  a  lot  of  fun  out  of 
all  the  privations,  and,  as  long  aa  we 
get  plenty  to  eat  and  warm  places 
to  sleep,  there  will  be  no 
lng. 

The  man  who  Is  habitually  Inclined 
towards  taking  an  annual  bath  Is  not 
greatly  inconvenienced  here — except 
that  he  has  to  take  one  every  week 
or  ten  days.  The  bath  house  la  eon 
venlently  located  only  about  a  mile 
and  one-half  from  the  barracks,  and 
we  marched  there  In  details,  usually 
consisting  of  one  officer  and  fifty  men 
ich.  On  each  bath  day  the  blankets 
of  the  men  are  taken  to  the  fumlga 
tlon  plant,  either  by  transport  or  car- 
ried by  the  men — each  his  own — and 
are  reissued  when  thoroughly  fumi- 
gated in  sulphur,  etc.  This  haa  a 
very  deleterious  effect  upon  the  cootie 
population  as  regards  numbers,  al 
though  it  almost  seems  as  If  the 
breed  is  growing  sturdier  under  the 
treatment. 

At  the  bath  house  there  are  a  lim- 
ited number  of  showers  and  some 
huge  Russian  kettles,  large  enough 
for  three  or  four  men  at  a  bath.  The 
water  Is  as  usual  at  the  bottom  of 
an  extremely  deep  well,  and  la 
brought  up  by  a  .pump  operated  by 
a  wheel.  In  turn  operated  by  the 
strong  arms  of  the  rifleman  unlucky 
enough  to  get  drawn  on  fatigue. 
Pumping  parties  of  a  halt  dozen  re- 
lay during  the  bathing  process,  the 
earliest  bathers  finishing  the  pump- 
ing. 

Much  has  been  written  of  the  fa- 
mous Russian  bath.  Of  It  we  know 
nothing,  but'  of  baths  in  Russia  we 
are  qualified  to  talk,  and  by  now  we 
know  whereof  we  speak.  Cold  la  so 
plenty  here  and  heat  so  scarce  that 
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being  discarded 
Owing  to  the  hurry  the 
the  perfect  thirty-stx"  type 
■sua  Try  draw  underwear 
around  forty-eight  or  thereabouts 
also  eighteen  shirts,  while  the  stout 
fellows  draw  child**  sixes.  As  a  re- 
sult the  bartering  and  trading  which

tide,  la  the  camouflage  adopted,  or 
about  to  be  adopted  by  the  machine 
gun  section  of  our  company,  for  prac- 
tice targets.  When  the  officer  la 
charge  came  to  call  upon  the  Pioneer 
Section  for  these  targets,  be  learned, 
much  to  his  chagrin,  that  there  was. 
no  white  canvas  for  their  making. 
Inquiry  developed  that  there  was  no 
white  cloth  of  any  kind  In  the  Quar- 

rsrsysTai-^-.  * « 

burlap,  which  come  wrapped  about 
the  meat,  be  sized  and  painted.  Then 
It  developed  that  there  was  no  white 
paint  procurable. 

At  last  a  bright  idea  occurred  to 
Sergeant  Soulard.  of  the  Company 
Orderly  Room.  There  was  a  stock 
of  unused  newspapers  of  ancient  vint- 
age, why  not  use  them?  At  a  dis- 
tance the  print  would  not  be  notice- 
able. Eureka!  The  matter  was 
solved;  the  day  was  saved  and  the' 
Pioneer  Section  la  to  cut  up  the  news- 
papers and  paste  them  upon  pieces 
of  burlap.  And  there  you  have  per- 
fectly good  machine  gun  targets, 
manufactured  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 
Truly  military  Ufe  in  Siberia  teaches 

ttyaetnCi1ely.*nd  dteCOUra«••  VTOd^1' 
Indeed,  so  scarce  has  white  paper 
become  that  orders  have  gone  out 
that  no  messages  about  camp,  from 
the  various  orderly  roOms,  shall  be 
.written  upon  typewriters,  except  In 
cases  of  absolute  necessity. 

News  of  the  outside  world  drifts  to 
~nr  betimes.   Frequently  we  get  bulle- 


tins from  Siberian  news  v  dispensing 
organizations,  typed  In  English  and 
distributed  to  the  various  orderly 
rooms.  Some  of  the  boys  get  papers 
from  home  which  are  eagerly  read 
authough  the  news  la  old.  However 
old  news  is  far  ahead  of  no  news  at 
all,  and  all  papers  are  more  than 
gratefully  received.  With  each  1» 
coming  boat  from  Japan  to  Siberian 
ports,  come  copies  of  the  Japan  Ad 
vertlser,  published  In  Tokyo,  and 
which  finally  reach  our  barracks, 
where  they  are  snapped  up  at  ten 
oents  per  copy.  These  are  usually 
about  two  weeks  old  when  we  get 
them,  and  are  the  newest  general 
news  we  get,  with  the  exception  of 
local  bulletins,  which 
with  Russian  affairs. 

The  weather  here  continues  bright 
and  sunshiny,  and  of  late  haa  been 
fairly  mild  on  many  days.  Tester 
day  we  had  a  light  fall  of  snow — 
Just  enough  to  whiten  the  ground 
the  first  snowfall  we  have  had  since 
arriving  In  Siberia.  The  boys  are 
enjoying  good  health  generally  and 
drilling  regularly.

While 
the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  est 
aside  $1,600,000  for  public  works,  it 
was  proposed  to  borrow  another  like 
amount  for  a  similar  purpose,  the 
only  Justification  for  that  atop  being 
the  unemployment  situation.  In  ad- 
dition half  a  million  would  be  bor- 
rowed for  irrigation  purposes,  half  a 
million  for  the  development  of  the 
South  Okanagan  land  area,  and  a 
million  for  the  Land  Settlement 
Board,  which  also  possessed  the 
power  to  borrow  still  another  million. 
It  waa  deemed  better,  he  said,  to 
have  this  land  developed  by  the  re- J 
turned  men  rather  than  undertake1 
the  work  during  the  war  when,  ow- 
ing to  the  shortage  of  labor,  aliens 
would  have  had  to  be  employed  at 
high  wags*.

"The  total  taxes  on  the  whole  as- 
sessed taxable  value*  of  the  Province 
are  slightly  over  »2.ooo,ooo."  said  the 
Premier.
